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GLOWING RED UFO OVER FADDY FIELD 

Cn a Saturday night in August, 19^6, two rale witnesses had 
an encounter with a strange, glowing red UFC, a few hundred vard: 
from the home of one of the witnesses. 

The encounter, lasting only about ten seconds, took place at 
Fol watte, ATr.balangoda in Sri Lanka. The witnesses ha a been re¬ 
turning from a funeral of a friend, about 8.00 p.m., when they 
both noticed a red light ;n the sky, at an elevation of J .$ 
degrees in the dark s'<y. The light then dropped uewn, proving 
larger ir. apparent size and in a manner "as though it were 
rolling down some invisible steps m the sky". As it fell, its 
shape changed from spherical to ellepticai and back again, ouite 
a few times, lending weight to the belief that :t war. an evoid 
object "rolling down". 

When it stopped moving, it hovered over a poddy field (rice 
field), through which ran the dirt road on wriich the witnesses 
were stood. The road was elevated a few feet above the flooded 
paddy field. Unfortunately, one of the witnesses took fright 
at this point in time and started to run away, his partner, r.ot 
wishing to be left alone in the deserted place also followed 
suit. They are not certain how the blood-red biC disappeared 
for they did not turn back to have another Iook,

which need to be prised out of tne witnesses during ar. inter¬

Prof. Ponnamperuma on search for extra-terrestrial life: 

‘We are not alone in the universe’ 


Before long, we humans and planet Earth will 
know that we are not alone in the vast, expanding 
universe, said Prof. Cyril Ponnamperuma, Director, 
Institute of Fundamental Studies, when he inau¬ 
gurated the first Science Day of St. Peter’s College, 
Bambalapitiya on Friday. 

Addressing students of St. Peter’s and several 
ocher city and suburban schools Prof. Ponnampe¬ 
ruma said a planned search was now on in the 
United States, Europe and Soviet Union for traces 
of extra-terrestrial life. “So far we have not suc¬ 
ceeded. Who knows tbe life forms are only waiting 
for a signal from Earth to communicate with us,” 
be said. 

He explained how the search was conducted. 
Radio signal? were sent to distant stars, which were 
really suns. The absence of life on Moon and Mats 
did not preclude that life would be absent throug¬ 
hout the universe 


Answering a question on whether the Earth was 
unique, he said in the Milky Way, where our sun 
was situated, millions of systems similar to our solar 
system existed. There were many galaxies, each of 
them with millions of solar systems. Conditions for 
the evolution of life existed in many of them, he 
said. 

Prof. Ponnamperuma said all schools should 
organise science societies and encourage students to 
acquire scientific knowledge and attitude. He ad¬ 
vised the students to observe and invent. 

Rector Fr. Joe Wickremasinghe said the Science 
Day would help students to get interested in the 
physical and biological sciences. “The country 
needs Chemists, physicists and biologists as much » 
it needs doctors and engineers”, he said. 

Prof Willie Meodis, Vice Chancellor, Moratuwa 
University and Dr. P. R. Anthonis, Chancellor, 
Colombo University, were also present. 
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MARS AND THE WINDSCALE BLUNDER 

On October 10th, 1957, an accident took place at 
the Windscale (now rename \ Sellafield) nuclear pla 
in England, that was to have far-reaching effects 
and long-term consequences for the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority (UK AEA). 

The accident •ecurred during a routine process o 
maintenance called the "Wigner release 1 '* The imme¬ 
diate cause of the accident was described as the 
Ir application, too soon and at too rapid a rate, of 
second nuclear heating' 1 to release the Wigner ener< 
from the graphite, causing the failure of cartridg* 
in the nuclear pile. The pile with the failed cart¬ 
ridges oxidised slowly, leading to a fire in the r< 
actor. 

The increased radioactivity resulting from this 
accident which was caused by human blunder was fir; 
detected between 11.00 and 14.00 hours on 10 Octobs 
That \he accident happened, was not a secret. 

Ry Saturday 12th October, when analysis of the 
neighbourhood morning milk was known, the Health 
Physics Manager at Windscale advised the Works Gent 
ral Manager that the distribution of the milk shoul 
be stopped, Radiactive iodine in the milk, was four 
to be at a level way above that believed to be a 
hazard to infants. Deliveries from twelve milk pro¬ 
ducers, within a two-iuile radius of Windscale, were 
prevented with the co-operation of the Milk Marke¬ 
ting Board and the local police. From midday Thurs¬ 
day to midday Saturday, constituted a period of 48 
hours during which radioactive vapours spewed out o 
the nuclear plant. Restrictions on distribution of 
milk were extended successively until it covered a 
strip along the coast, ten miles long and thirty 
miles wide. 

On Tuesda}', 29th October, 1957, the British Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan stated in the House: 

''The government are fully aware of the public 
anxiety that has been caused both generally and 
local ly. 11 

He revealed that the AEA had appointed a Commit(e 
of Inquiry of "eminent, scientists with experience o 
atomic energy who are unconnected with the indus¬ 
trial. group of the AEA under whose control Windscal 
is. " 
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MARS AND THE WINDSCALE BLUNDER 

On the same day, 29th October 1957, the Aetherius 
Society received several Cosmic Transmissions deli¬ 
ver edthrough its Founder and President, Sir George 
King, whilst in Yogic, Samadhic trance.

SCALE BLUNDER” and given by an Intelligence with the 
code name: MARS SECTOR 8.

On 8th November 1957, the British Prime Minister 
stated to the House of Commons in London: 

"There is no evidence that this accident has done 
any significant harm to any person, animal or pro¬ 
perty. M 

This statement was made by Harold Macmillan (later 
the Earl of Stockton, now deceased) based on the 
report made to hin by two Committees of Inquiry, one 
set up by the UK Atomic Energy Authority and the other 
set up on the 29th October, by the Medical Research 
Council.

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’’Britain’s worst nuclear accident may have caused 
many cases of cancer, an official report revealed 
last night." 

"The total estimated for the first time: 260 cases, 
13 of them fatal. They are »r will be, the victims ef 
a raging fire in 1957 at the Windscale reactor in 
Cumbria, which was producing plutonium for atom bombs. 

The report was issued by the National Radiation 
Protection Board (NRPB) set up in 1970, Since that 
time, British Nuclear Fuels (BNF), which runs the 
present Windscale plant for the reprocessing of waste 
materials has paid out nearly £500,000 (half a million 
pounds Sterling) in compensation to the families of 
cancer victims among the workers at what has now, 
cleverly, been renamed - Sellafield, 

UFO researchers everywhere are urged to consider 
seriously the full implications of the texts of all 
the Cosmic Transmissions published by the Aetherius 
Society. That this information was first published by 
the Aetherius Society in 1957, should come to the 
attention of the scientific community and the flying 
saucer research fraternity. Although the NEW SCIENTIST 
admitted that it had been "Scooped By A UFO" with 
regards to the 1958 Soviet nuclear disaster (see 
KALPA-NAVA Issue No. 10: "HOW AETHERIUS BROKE THE NEWS 
ABOUT RUSSIA'S NUCLEAR TRAGEDY") this earlier 1957 
Transmission about the UK accident at Windscale is not 
so well known.

Evidence to support the theory that life origi- 4 Prof, wickramasinghe maintained his earlier as 


rtated in space and came to earth via comets is 
growing. Prof. Chandra Wickremasinghe, co¬ 
author of ‘Life from Space' theory said. 

Prof. Wickramasinghe, who returned to Cardiff, 
Wales after a lecture tour of Australia, said new 
evidence for the existence of bacterial life outside 
earth came from a re-analysis of the Martian seal 
and from a comet. 

Answer to one of the main criticisms - whether 
bacteria can enter earth's atmosphere without being 
scorched by the heat generated by friction - he said 
study of earth‘s disc had shown small meteorites 
enter earth without being burnt. 

"Tiny objects like bacteria arc spared of being 
destroyed by atmospheric friction", he said. 


Life on earth has 
sibling in space? 

IFS Director Cyril Ponnampcruma reported 
yesterday to the American Chemical Society that 
there is a high probability that life exists outside 
earth and that those life forms resemble terrestrial 
Fife. 

Prof. Ponnamperuma ; a pioneer in the study of 
the origin of life, told the annual conference he has 
evidence that indicates the genetic code which dc 
termines the appearance and make up of all living 
things evolved from a precise chemical interaction 
one that would occur under the same conditions 
anywhere in the universe. 

‘The genetic code shows that life did not origi¬ 
nate by chance as some scientists have predicted", 
he said. 

"What that means is, extra-terrestrial life is more 
likely to be similar tojife on planet earth. Also, it 
simplifies the scenario required for the evolution of 
life from non-life on earth”. 

Prof. Ponnamperuma, who heads the Kandy- 
based Institute of Fundamental Studies and the 
University of Maryland's laboratory of chemical 
evolution, has previously produced the building 
blocks of biological molecules - amino acids and all 
the five bases of the genetic material DNA and 
RNA - from spark discharges in a simulated pre¬ 
life earth atmosphere. 


sertion that AIDS virus came from the space 
through comets. “1 did not say Halley's comet 
sowed the AIDS virus. All 1 said was that this virus 
is a prime candidate to come in some comet 13 
years ago”. 

He added: “Our point of view has been tht the 
genetic structures within all planet, and animals had 
their ultimate origin in genetic sequences that came 
to earth in the form of viruses. The first bacteria 
also came from outside the earth, from comets and 
these were later claborted upon as new viral genes 
became added 

"Evolution depends on the availability of an as¬ 
tronomical assortment of the virl genes to supply all 

the new developments needed for progress. Muta¬ 
tions are merely deleterious and at best can result 
only in "fine tuning" to the environment. If our 
genes arose from cosmic viruses then it i$ no sur¬ 
prise that certain viruses, for example influenza 
viruses, are specific to certain hosts Here we are 
seeing merely the relics of an ancestral connection 
and recognition, not a host-parasite relationship, as 
is usually claimed". 

He said the “Life from Space" theory was based 
on the experimentally tested poperties of bacterial 
replication and gene addition to known conditions 
in a wider universe 

"Wc stress that the earth cannot be sealed away 
from cosmic biological contaminants With mil¬ 
lions of carth-like objects abounding the universe it 
is unwise to stick to a purely terrestrial theory of 
life", Prof. Wickrmasmgh said. 


The work he reported at California yesterday is 
the first to describe how the biological molecules 
might have come together the way they did, leading 
ultimately to life as we know it. 

He also announced yesterday that the recent ex¬ 
periments he and his co worker. Dr. Nalini Sene- 
viratne, and others have made in his laboratory 
nave produced nucleosides the bases linked with 
sugars 

He said he only needs to demonstrate that 
phosphate can link to these nucleosides to prove 
that the basic unit of a gene can be produced in the 
absence of life, under conditions that mimic the 
earth’s early state

UFOs sighted 
over Alaska 

TOKYO. Monday, (Reuter) - The captain of a 
Japanese airliner said he saw three spaceship-like 
objects, including a huge “mothership", flying near 
his cargo plane for about 50 minutes over Alaska, 
Japan's Kyodo News agency reported today 

Kyodo quoted captain Kanctoshi Terauchi as 
wiving he saw a huge globe-shaped unidentified 
flying object (UFO) with two small spaceship-like 
craft on the evening of November 17. 

Interviewed in London, Terauchi said the big 
craft looked like a “mothership" and gave the ap¬ 
pearance of two huge aircraft carriers put back te 
back. 

He told Kyodo they accompanied his Japan Aii 
Lines (JAL) special cargo flight 1628 from Paris tc 
Tokyo for about 50 minutes or a distance of 760 km 
(470 miles). 

In Tokyo, a JAL spokesman quoted Terauchft

New magnetic field found 
in Milky Way 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday (Reuter) - 
Astronomers have discovered a powerful 
new magnetic field in the Milky Way 
that could give new dues to how stars 
are formed, the National Science 
Foundation (NSF) said today 

The new magnetic field, about 2,000 
light years from earth, is twice as strong 
as any yet detected in a star-forming 
region of the Milky Way. three Amer¬ 
ican astronomers and one French as¬ 
tronomer said in an NSF report. 

The field is also 20 to 30 times more 
powerful than the average magnetic field 
found in interstellar space, said the re¬ 
port by Americans Thomas Troland. 
Richard Crutcher and Carl Heiks and 


Ilya Kazes of the Paris observatory. 

Troland, from (he University of 
Kentucky, told Reuters that magnetic 
fields can either impede or accelerate the 
formation of stars. 

“The implication (of the discovery) is 
that by knbwing the strength of a mag¬ 
netic field one will be able to estimate 
more carefully just how significant the 
field is in the overall star-forming 
process,“ he said. 

Troland said the new magnetic field, 
which as yet has no name, surrounds a 
newly forming star - the latest addition 
to the several hundred billion already in 
the Milky Way, the galaxy of which our 
solar system is a part.

Telescope proposed 
to search for 


extraterrestrials 

WASHINGTON, Thursday (Reuter) - Four astro¬ 
nomers writing in papers published today have sug¬ 
gested putting a giant space telescope aloft to search for 
earth-like planets possibly harbouring living creatures. 

The four, from the Massachusetts institute of tech¬ 
nology physics department and Steward observatory at 
the University of Arizona, said the telescope would 
look for oxygen in the atmospheres of planets of 
neighbouring stars, a strong indication of life. 

Their detailed suggestions on how a hunt for extra¬ 
terrestrials could be organised were contained in this 
week’s issue of the magazine “nature”. 

But Neville Woolf, an astronomer from the Uni¬ 
versity of Arazona, told Reuters in a telephone inter¬ 
view it was unlikely that the technology for putting up 
such a telescope could be developed before about 2010. 

“We are talking about a monstrous telescope with a 
16 meter (52-5-foot) mirror,” be said. (In companion, 
Woolf aid, a space telescope which was to have been 
orbited in August in the U S. space shuttle program 
was only &2 feet (2.3 meters) in diameter. 

’it would do incredible things for astronomy but it is 
not something one oan imagine happening within the 
mm 25 years”, he said

“Man is naturally a philosopher," said Aristotle. 

(t is perhaps this fundamental nature of the pro¬ 
blem of the origin of life that holds such excitement 
in this field and has brought us together. 

No question is so profound or embraces so may 
different disciplines as the problem of the origin of 
life. Indeed it is this very transcendental nature of 
the problem which has made many wonder whether 
it can be approached from a scientific point of view. 

Although it has been a question uppermost in the 
mind of man, it had geaera llv beea relegated to the 
fealm of metaphysics. It is only during the last two 
decades that many laboratories in the US and 
abroad have geared themselves to study this ques¬ 
tion. Since 1970 this development is largely a result 
of the stimulus provided by this society.

In the study of the origins of life, the question 
extends beyond earth We are not only involved in 
the study of the origins of life on earth but in the 
entire universe The process that led life on earth 
but in the entire universe. The process that led to 
life on earth much have occurred elsewhere in the 
Universe. From our point of view, the chemistry of 
the earth becomes cosmochemistry, 

At the University of Maryland, 1 have the op¬ 
portunity of teaching a course entitled "Life in the 
Universe" to the beginning students in the Huma¬ 
nities. They listen to me with disbelief, then with

Mr. Ulic De 
Mel was the Editor of the Observer and Mr. H. Kay 
was the news editor, I managed to unearth a valu 
able document titled “A Portrait of Jesus - h con 
temporary sketch 

It is a genuine document of great historical value 
a most informative, edifying and inspiring docu¬ 
ment which I cherish and read with relish now in 
my old age. 

The following letter is said to have been written 
by Publius l^ntilus. Predecessor of Pontius Pilalc as 
Governor of Judea. The original copy in I .at in is in 
possession of the Caesarian family in Rome. 

The following is a translation from the Italian for 
the “Ave Maria ". the famous Italian newspaper 
from the original Latin 

I have learned, O-■Caesar, that it Is thy wash to 

know what I will now relate to thee that there is a 
man living here of great virtue named ’Jesus Christ’ 
who by the people h called a ‘Prophet’ and say that 
He is the Son of God the Creator of Heaven and 
Earth and of all things that are therein and have 
been made. 

In truth, O Caesar, wonderful things are every 
day performed by this Christ. He raises the dead to 
life and heals all maladies by a single word. 

A man of noble stature and of very beautiful 
countenance in which such majesty resides that 
those who look on Him are forced to admire Him 

His hair is of the colour of the fullripc chestnut, 
and from his cars down to his shoulders it is of the 
colour of the earth but shining. It is parted in th 
middle of the forehead after the manners of the 
Nazarines. 



Mis forehead is smooth and very serene. His face 
is free from wrinkles or spots and with a slight 
colour. His nostrils and lips cannot be reasonably 
found fault with. The beard is thick and like hair 
divided in the middle 

There is a look of terror in His brave eyes. The 
eyes arc like the rays of the Sun, and it is impossible 
to look at Him steadily in the face on account of 
their brilliancy. 

When He reproves. He terrifies, when He ad¬ 
monishes, He weeps and makes Himself loved and 
is gravely cheerful. It is said that He was never seen 
to laugh but He was seen to weep. His hands and 
arms arc very beautiful. In conversation He is 
charming, but He seldom enagages in it, and when 
He does converse, He is very' modest of counten¬ 
ance. 

In person. He is the most beautiful man that 
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could be seen Of imagined just like His Mother, who 
is the roost beautiful young person that was beheld 
in these parts. 

But if thy Majesty, O Caesar, desires to see Him 
as you wrote to me in your former letters, make it 
known unto me and T will send Him to Thee at 
once. 

In learning. He is an object of wonder to the 
entire city of Jerusalem. He never studied at all and 
yet He knows all sciences. 

He wears sandals and goes bare-headed. Many 
laugh at seeing Him but in His presence and when 
speaking to Him they fear and tremble. 

It is said that such a Man was never seen or heard 
in these parts. 

In truth, as Hebrews tell me, there was never 
heard such advice such sublime doctrines as this 
CHRIST teaches, and many of the Jews bold Him 
for divine and they believe in Him, while many 
others accuse Him to me as being contrary to Thy 
Majesty, O Caesar. 

1 am very much annoyed by these malicious 
Hebrews. It is acknowledged that He has never 
done any harm to anyone but good. All that knew 
Him and have dealings with Him say that they have 
received from Him benefits and health. 

Btit to Thy Majesty, O Caesar, to thy obedience I 
am most devoted. Whatsoever Thou shall com¬ 
mand me will be executed. Farewell. 

From Jerusalem, the seventh indiction, eleventh 
Moon of Thy Majesty, the most faithful and most 
obedient, Publius Sentilus, Governor of Judea.

1935 .

TentiBus, Predecessor of Pontius Pilate as Governor 
of Judea, is living evidence of the innocence and 
holiness of Jesus. 


His successor Pontius Pilate too who was afraid of 
the mob stated that he found no guilt in that man 
Jests, and washed off his hands. 

The Very Rev. Father M. J. Legoe in one of his 
public utterances stated: “When Pilate said Quod 
scrips! seripsT it was the only redeeming feature in 
feeble Pilate, for he (Pilate) spoke the truth."
